PORT ARTHUR'S FALL. 


Japs Take 203-Metre Hill and it 
Is Now Imminent. 


COMMAND WHOLE HARBOR 


Ten Per Cent, More Only te Ho Taken 
New to Complete the Reduction of the 
Fertrest—German Despatch Assault 
Mas Been Abandoned—Japancse 
Lose 4,010 Men in One 
Hour. 


Tokio, Nov. 30.—The Imperiel 
headquarters Jast night sum the 
the Port Arthur situation as ici 
lows: 

“With regard to the enemy’s forts 
at Sungshu Mountain and castward 
we have firmly captured the crests, 
@lacis and counterscarps, and their 
Vicinities, but the time to charge has 
Bot yet come. At present we are de- 
stroying the casemates and other ca- 
Ponieres. At 203 Metre Hill, by sev~ 
era] charges, we succeeded in captur- 
ing the eiemy’s shelter trenches near 
the summit. At present our force is 
holding its position and endeavoring 
to capture the whole fort.’” 

Near the End. 

It is reported that the tattack 
against 208 Metre Hill by Japanese 
light artillery is succeeding. It is es— 
timated that 90 per cent. of the 
work of the complete occupation of 
Port Arthur will be finished with 
this height in the possession of the 
Japanese. No part of the harbor of 
Port Arthur wil] them be concealed 
from the Japanese. 

Jape Loss 4,000 in One Hour. 

London, Noy. 20.—According to » 
Tokio despatch to The Standard, 
there is an unofficial rumor that the 
Japanese hauled large calibre guns 
to the top of 203 Metre Hill, from 
whence their fire has a sweep of ths 
whole harbor. 

This report doubtless goes beyond 
the facts, but yarious despatches in- 
dicate the progress the Japanese are 
making in the reductjon of Port Ar- 
thur. Japanese here explain the 
Great importance of the capture of 
203 Metre Hill, which, besides giv 
Sng command of the harbor, will 
gerve as a wide breach made by the 
Japanese and previously driven in be 
tween the Etse group and the Rus- 
Sians last retreat in the ravines at 
Liauti Mountain. Whey declare that 
retreat to Laotie will be effectually 
cut off, and that it is not unlikely 
that Lactie will be simultaneously 
attacked in the final assault. 

Bennett Burleigh wires to the Daily 
Telegraph irom Che Noo that in the 
last assault the Japancse lost 4,000 
Men in one hour's ighting, They 
claim to have captured two more of 
the northern forts, and «_ third, 
which is a part of the West Keekwan 
fort. They ¢laim, Mr. Burleigh adds. 
to have effected a lodgement ot Pig- 
eon Bay, thus turning the fort on 
203 Metre Hill, and that they are 
now tunnelling from the gorge below 
TLaotie, which they hope first to dam 
age and then to rush. The despatch — 
continues: “Desperate fighting is prc- 
ceeding daily, and the losses are ad—— 
mitted to be excessive, but the Jap— 
anese insist that Port Arthur must< 
fall within twenty-one days.” 

, Sees Ray of Hope. 

ESE Petersburg, Nov. 30,—Foreign 
reports of the fighting at Port Ar 
thur are accepted here very seriously. 
Ii the Japanese have taken 203- 
Metre Will, as reported, and are com-- 
manding the whole harbor, it is be 
lieved that the situation is critical. 
Experts on Fort Arthur topography 
assert, howeyer, that it is more like 
ly that the Japanese haye occupied 
some positions at the base of the 
hill, and believe that with the con- 
centrated fire of the covered forts the 
Japanese will find the top of the hit} 
untenable, if they arrive there. 
Berlin Disbelleyes 1t. 


Berlin, Nov. 80.—A despatch from 
Tokio to The Taglische Rundschay 
reports that the Japanese storming 
of Port Arthur was abandoned on 
Nov. 28, because, though large 
breaches had been made in the Sung- 
shu, Riblung and Keekwan forts, the 
Japancse were unable to enter on ac 
count of the heavy fire from the oth- 
er forts and the resistance of the gar 
risons. 

Fight Gees On. 

Che Foo, Nov. S0.—Chinese and 
Japaness advices peceived here yes- 
terday, while not beyond question, 
Indicate the practical certainty that 
another general assault on Port Ar- 
thur began Noy. 24, and was con- 
tinuing Novy. 27. It is certain that 
there has been severe fighting. The 
fighting is with the object of! captur- 
ing additional Russian trenches.

Mukden, Noy, 30—The activity of 
the Japanese against Gen. Rennen- 
kKampf's front continued “Nov. 28, 
culminating before noon in ono of the 
severest fights in recent weeks.

American fishing crafts, including ; 
eight sailing vessels and two steam- 
boats, have len seized by the 
fanadian fisheriéS protected ‘cruiser { 
Curlew and fined for ilegal fishing in 
the Canadian Waters of the tribu- 
tary of Passaniaquoddy Bay, near 
St. George, N.Bf 

The fishing craft were seized near 
St. George Sunday night. Three 
Specific charges jwere preferred: that 
they had fished on Sunday; that 
they had illegally caught fish found | 
in thelr possession and that they | 
had seined illegally im Canadian 
Waters For 16 first two offences 
each boat was fined $100 and for the 
last $200, In addition to this al) 
Seines and fish weré confiscated: 

Tt is understodd that the fines will 
be paid and that the entire matter 
will be disposed of without involy— 
ing any international question. The 
aggregate valud of craft is about 
$20,000, The sejzure is the most ex- 
tensive that ha¢ ‘been thade by «a 
Canadian cruiser for many years. 

No Issue Will Arise. 

Washington, Noy, 29.—The Ameri- 
can State Department Officials do 
Not expect any issue between the 
Governments of CGanada and the 
United States Over the seizure of 
American fishing yessels by the form- 
er, as told in the Wastport des 
Patch, In the present instance thé 
question of extra territoriality ap- 
Pears not have been raised, and the 
vessels were not confiscated, which 
has happened in the case of seizures 
heretofore made, either of these fea- 
tures usually being sufficient to make 
the settlement of the controversy & 
matter of diplomatic negotiations.

“There was no particular significance 
im the seizure of American fishing 
boats in Passaniaquoddy Bay- If our 
American cousins break Canadian 
Jaws they must ect to receive the 
Same punishment that would be met— 
ed out to Canadian lawbreakers. The 
incident may be regarded a8 closed. 
There is no feature of it to call for 
international exchanges.

FIGHTING AT PORT ARTHUR 


Japaneso Making Desperate aud Stexdy 
DBombardments of the Doomed Fortress 
—Blow Up Another Fort and Bus- 
sians Lose Several Hundred Sol- 
diors—Strength ef the Jap 
Besiogors and the Garrison. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 28.—General 
Kuropatiin telegraphs a description 
of a Japanese attack on Nov. 24, 
against  Itussian detachment near 
Wasinkhertchen (Yensientien?), on ths 
front of the left Hank. 

“ho fighting,” Gen. Kuropatkin 
says, ‘‘was flerce, almost amounting, 
to a bayonet engagement; but the 
enemy were everywhere repulsed and 
suffered severely. The attack was re- 
newed the following morning, the 
Japanese having been reinforced, but 
agoin was repulsed, and at four 
o’clock in the afternoon a blizzard 
and fog greatly hindered artillery 
fire. The Japanese continued to ad- 


vanes, under cover of the fog, but 
our forces held their positions and 
» the firing subsequently slackencd, Tho 
Russian losses were nine killed and 


57 wounded, 
“On Noy. 26 the Japanese resumed 
to en= 


quarters, reporting yesterday, says: 
“From the night of Noy. 26 until 
the morning, of Noy. 26, a body of 
the enemy’s infantry attacked our 
troops in the vicinity of Sintungtun 
and Shaotaou, but the attack was 
completely repulsed by us. 

“The enemy's artillery, posted to 
tho east of the To Mountain, vigor- 
ously shelled the vicinities of Man- 
cvhuantza and Kuchiatzu, from two 
o'clock in the afternoon of Nov. 26, 
but we suffered no damage. 

“On the right flank of the Hun 
River, a body of the enemy’s cavalry 
attacked Mamchies, on Nov. 25, but 
was driven back by our force. 

“On Noy, 24 the enemy sat fire to 
Shantzaimen and most of tho village 
was burned.’’ 


ANOTHER FORT BLOWN UP. 


Incossant Bombardment of Port Arthur 
Still Continues. 

Tokio, Nov. 28-—Imperial head- 
quarters issued last night the follow- 
ing announcement: 

“The works for our attack having 
been nearly completed against Sung- 
shu Mountain, Port Arthur, and the 
forts lying eastward therefrom, a 
general assault was made on the af- 
ternoon of Nov. 26, but owing to 
the enemy’s stubborn resistance our 
object has not yet been accomplished. 

“The fighting still continues.” 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 28—A_des- 
patch received from General Kuro- 
patkin, dated Nov. 26, says: Bae 
have to-day received tie following 
despatch from Gen. Stoessal: “The: 
Japanese on Noy. 21 made a new at- 
tack on Port Arthur, but were re- 
pulsed.” ** 

Another Fort Blown Up. 

London, Noy. 28.—A news agency 
despatch from ‘Tokio says that the 
sapping operations against the pow- 
crowning Briung Moun- 
tain, two miles north of Port Ar- 
thur, have culminated in the blow- 
ing up of the whole north side of

The Japanese undoubtedly are con- 
centrating their energies for a final 
assault on the Russian stronghold. 
They have 450 siege guns in place, 
and these are reinforced by 182 pow- 
erful field guns. There are oa large 
number of six and eight inch naval 
guns, capable of throwing (an enor 
mous weight of steel against the 
fortresses surrounding Port Arthur, 

Nogi’s Fighting Strength. 

General Nogi, according to the 
latest figures obtainoble, has threo 
divisions of infantry, two brigades: 
of reserves, and a large number of 
sappers and engineers, The total 
Japanese force, according to these 
figures, is approximately 80,000 men, 

Recent scraps of information gath- 
ered from Russian prisoners, indicate 
that Stoessel’s actual fighting force, 
originally 40,000 men, has dwindled 
to less than 8,000 effective men. This 
being the case, Stoessel will soon be 
reduced to the point where he will 
not haye men enough to hold his 
forts. 

To Mect Baltic Fleet. 

London, Nov, 28.—The progress of 
the Russian second Pacific Squadron 
excites daily growing interest. A 
Japanese correspondent of The 
Morning Post, discussing possible pre- 
parations to meet the squadron, sug- 


gests that Japan relies upon the 
older warships to maintain tho 
blockade of Port Arthur (in fact, 
the correspondent asserts they al- 


ready are so employed), and thus en- 
able Togo to release his more mod- 
erm vessels for overhauling at Sase- 
bo, preparatory to meeting Admiral 
Rojestvensky. © + if 
Anarchy in Macedonia. 
Washington, Nov. 24.—An official 
report says that a stato of anarchy 
provails throughout Macedonia, that 
public security has not been restored 
and that assassinations of Christians 
not in sympathy with the Bulgarian 
revolutionary movement occur daily.

The ice had formed nearly three 
inches in thickness. With pike poles 
in their hands, the two started out, 
following os nearly as Ruttan could 
guess, tho cotrao taken by the ‘boat 
in which he ond Harpell had carried 
their load. The water is shallow for 
a considerable distance from the 
shoro. After breaking ‘through the ice 
with their poles for some time, they 
wero succossful. and one after another 
they were hooked up, All of them 
from shallow water. 

By 1 o'clock eight were secured 
and the ninth shortly after 2. The 
tenth, if it was there, eluded their 
efforts, and when it was becoming 
dark the hunt was given up and the 
boxes locked in the Town Hall for 
safe-keeping for the night. They aro 
expected in tho city early this: morn- 
ing, and will be taken to Belleville. 


REILLY'S FORLORN CONDITION. 


Appears to Be Friendless and 1s Very 
Low-Spirited. 

Belleville, Nov. 29.—Bail has been 
secured for all the prisoners so 
far except FP. J. Reilly of Kingston, 
who still languishes in jail here and 
who appears to be friendless.

Struck by Mail Grane on the Lake 
Shore Road at Farnham, N. Y.

Two Farm Labei Found Dead. 


Dundas, Dec. 5.—John McDonald, 
Waterdown, and Wilmer Laurence, 
Burlington, were found dead at noon 
yesterday in qa bedroom at the Mel- 
bourne House, here! They arrived in 
Dundas on the last car from Hamil- 


ton at 11.45 Saturday night, and 
went to the hotel, They were shown 
to a room by the proprietor, Mr. 


Merrifield. The room was lighted by 
electricity, the wires being strung 
along the gas fixtures. Merrified says 
he shoved them how to turn out the 
electric light and left them. They told 
him not to disturb them in the morn- 
ing, as they wished to sleep in, 

About noon yesterday there was a 
strong smell of gas about the hotel, 
and Merrified traced it to the room 
occupied by the two men. He could 
not rouse them and was forced to 
foreak open the door. Both the in- 
mates were quite dead. Neither had 
undressed, and both had gone to bed 
with nearly all thelr clothing on. 
One of them had not even taken the 
trouble to remove his boots. McDon- 
ald was lying on the bed, but Laur— 
ence had apparently struggled out 
and rolled \inder the bed. 

"The police say that both men were 
very much under the influence of 
liquor ‘when they went to the hotel, 
but the proprietor does not say so. 
In fact, he refused to give out any 
information last eyening. They were 
both about 30 years of age, and were 
employed as farm hands.

FIGHTING WAS HAND TO HAND 


Japanese Must Take Forti@ed Cliffs That 
Are Renlly the Northwesterly Walls 
ef the Olty—Rendy Fer the Balile 
Bleet—More Fussian Boats— 
Russians Stole Om Sleop- 

ing Ja) 


Tokio, Dec. 5.—Pighting was re- 
sumed at 2 o/clock on Saturday af- 
ternoon for the possession of the hilla 
on tho wosterly sida of Port Arthur 
proper. The Russian batteries on 
theso crests were bombarded from 
Shungshoo Mountain and 203-Metre 
Hill, and at dark Gen. Nogi’s infan- 
try seized the lower slopes. 

Hand to hand fighting {mmediately 
began for possession of the crests 
and when the last bulletin was re- 
coived at midnight a desperate en— 
gagement was,foing on for possession 
of the fortified cliffs that aro really 
the northwesterly walla of tho city. 

Until these are taken tho Japaneso 
infantry cannot proceed from Pali 
Mountain toward Golden HUN, nor 
can the trenches be continued south 
from IKeekwan Mountain, Pour bat- 
talions of infantry from the trenches 
of Shungshoo and three battalions 
from tho crests of Metre Hill took 
part in this assault. 

It is believed here there will be at 
least tivo days of continuous fighting 
before the last of the Russian re- 
doubts can be taken, but as the ene- 
my has not more than 8,000 men 
able to take the field there is no 
doubt whatever of success in the bat- 
tle now on, 

Beady For Baltlo Fleet, 

Tokio, Dec. 5.—Most interesting 
news developed in the Nayy Depart- 
mont yesterday and proves that the 
Russian fleet in Port Arthur harbor 
must be so disabled that it is no 
longer a menace to tho Japanese 
cruisers lying outside the harbor. 
For three weeks there has not been 
a single Japanese battleship in the 
Bay of Corea. 

When it became certain that the 
Ballic fleet was really bound:for the 
Yollow Sea Admiral Togo silently 
took the battleships to Sasebo, where 
they went into drydock, received all 
mecessary repairs and wore reapain- 
ted. The news was made known Sat- 
urday afternoon, but only after the 
last of the first-class battleships, the 
Asahi, had proceeded toward the 
Gulf of Corea. Admiral Togo’s flag- 
ship, the Mikado, sailed from Sase- 
bo on Thursday, and was followed 
by the Shikishima and Fuji. Tt is 
evidently the purpose of tho Japan- 
ese admiral to meet the Baltic fleet 
where the Sea of Japan and the Yel- 
low Sea meet. 

There the battle must take place. 
The Russians cannot go around Jap- 
an, as the northern sea is frozen 
over hundreds of miles from Valdi- 
vostock. As Port Arthur will have 
fallen before the Baltic fleet can ar- 
rive near Japan, the Japanese ad- 
miral will have, besides. his battle-

Russians At Jibutil. 

Jibutil, French Somaliland, Dec. 5. 
—A Russian fleet, consisting of thir- 
teen warships and nine transports, in 
command of Rear-Admiral Voeller- 
sam, is anchored outside the harbor, 
coaling. 

More Russian Boats. 

Brest, Dec. 5.—The Russian torpe- 
do boat destroyer Prouseitelny sailed 
yesterday for Tangier. The Russian 


transport Okean have arriyed here. 
The cruiser Rion and two torpedo 
boat destroyers have sailed for Al- 
giers. 
Stole On Japs Whe Slept, 

Mukden, Dec. 5.—All day Friday 
Russian siege guns bombarded vil- 
lages occupied by the Japanese to 
the east of tho railroad, and early 
yesterday morning to the west of 
the railroad, Don Cossacks routed 
the Japanese south of Lidatoun and 
captured eight guns. 


When volunteers were called for 
from two infantry regiments every 
man stepped forward, and the Cos- 


sacks, in chorus, asked not to be left 
behind. At 2 n.m, the men advanced, 
sometimes crawling and sometimes 
running. 

The party divided and attacked the 
Japanese position from two sides. 
The Japanese were sound asleep and 
did not even have time to raise a 
cry before all’ wags over. 

The Russians then advanced upon & 
pottery, at which all the Japanese 
were asleep except the sentinels. The 
Russians encircled the battery and at- 
tacked from the rear. 

The Japanese rushed half dressed. 
from their tents, only to be received 
by spears and bayonets. The fight 
Josted only a few minutes, when tho 
whole camp broke and fled ina wild 
panic leaving eimht guns. 

Canada and Australis, 

Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 2,—Commer- 
cial Trade Agent @arke of Aus- 
tralia reports to the Department 
from Sydney on trade, and says that 
last year was one of the most suc- 
cessful that the colony ever ¢xper- 
fenced. Oanada’s shore of the trade 
for 1908 was £68,829, which wo 
sold, and £2,421, which wo purchas- 
ed. Canada bought less from New 
Zealand and sold more in 1903, com- 
pared with 1902. Tho principle item 
in Canada's sales is bicycles. In 
Now South Wales trade is not lright- 
ening.

Montreal, Deo. 2.—The death was 
announced yesterday of Bridget Whe- 
lan, widow of Patrick James Whe- 
lan, who was executed for the mur- 
der of Hon. Mr. D'Arcy McGee.

His Excellency and Party Arrived 
at Canada’s Capital. 


SALUTE OF NINETEEN GUNS 


Warm Welcome By the People ef Ottawa 
—Presentation of the Civic Address and 
the Reply of Karl Grey—The Influ- 
ence of ational Character 
Wtrongly Emphasized By His 
Excellency. 


Ottawa, Dec. 14.—The new vice- 
regal regime opened in Ottawa yes- 
terday under most favorable circum 
stances. His Excellency Earl Grey 
and party arrived in the capital at 
11 o'clock in the morning and were 
given a right royal welcome by hun- 
dreds of citizens, The trip from 
Halifax to Ottawa was greatly en- 
joyed and was made in the record 
time of 35 hours, It was an ideal 
winter day, cold but bright and brac- 
ing. Flage and bunting in profusion 
made the station platform very at- 
tractive. As the train pulled in 
sharp on time, a detachment of the 
Second Field Battery thundered out 
a salute of 19 guns. Har] and Lady 
Grey and party, on stepping off the 
train, were greeted by a royal salute 
from the band and guard of honor, 
and by enthusiastie cheers from the 
gssembled throng. After inspecting 
the troops the vice-regal party took 
thelr seats in the comfortable fur 
arranged carriages and, accompan- 
ied by the mounted escort of dra- 
goons, drove to Rideau Hall. Among 
those ai the station to extend a wel- 
come were: Brigadier-General Lake, 
Lord Aylmer and the officers of the 
headquarters staff, Sir lzear Tascher-

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THE POLL TAX NUISANCE. 


It is well that our Council shoald 
understand that they arc incurring 
considerable blame and sliarp criti- 
cism because of the manner in which 
ithe poll (ax is being collected by 
Chief Nevison and his assistant in the 
work — County Consiable Crawford, 
It cannot be urged that our town 
fethers arc not oognizant of some un- 
pleasaniness, or of the fact that un- 
just collections have been made, be- 
cause they have been informed of at 
leost two instances waerein citizens 
who have been paying tear for 
months have been heid and forced— 
under fearof proscoution and costs— 
to fork over a further sum of $1.00 
as poll tax. That sort of thing is 
intolerable, and Council should take 
prompt action to remedy the griey- 
eree and ronder such an octurrence 
impossiblo in the future. 

A writer in today’s issue makes a 
reasonable suggestion in connecti 
nvith {he collection of the poll tax. 
Those interested mignt be notified 
alirough tbe mails to pay the Town 
Clerk onor before a certaindate. In 
dhet way they would have a chance 
to cacape being hounded for the mon- 
ey at imconyemient times and under 
Embarrassing . circumstances, In 
most cases the money is legitimately 
due, and it is right and fair to all 
the taxpayers that young men not 
otherwise assessed should pay some+ 
thing for the use of oar streets and 
walke, and other utilities, but we 
believe that in the majority of cases 
the sum levied would be paid much 
—pore willingly if the parties were 
approached with more courleey. In 
this respect, if we may believe coms 
mon report, Constable Crawford has 
signally failed. The whole trouble is 
probably due to the collection of

Canadian Product May Enter 
2% United States Free. 


EXTENDS DRAWBACK SYSTEM 


Our Wheat te Bo Mixed With United 
Biates Wheat in Making Fleur—De- 
olsion Is » Distimet Concession to 
Flour Manufscturers—Te Centro} 
the Kurepean Fleur 
Markets. 


New York, Dec. 12.—A despatch to 
The Tribune from Washington says: 
The drawback system which remits 
the duty on raw materials imported 
for manufacture for the export trade 
will soon be extended to cover Oana- 
@ian wheat mixed with American 
wheat in tho production of flour de- 
signed for foreign markets. 

As tho drawback law has been ap- 
plied, Onanadian wheat could be 
brought ‘mto the country in ‘bond, 
ground into flour and the flour ex- 
ported without the payment of any 
duty on the wheat. Or, under an- 
other plan, the duty was paid when 
the wheat was imported, and when 
it was shown that an equal amount 
of flour had been exported the duty 
was refunded, The millers complain- 
ed that nejther plan worked to their 
best advnotage, as they were forced 
to keep the Canadian wheat gcpar- 
ate, while the best results ore ob- 
tained by mixing the hard Canadian 
wheat with the soft wheat from Kan- 
Bas or other western States. Hard 
wheat can be secured in the north- 
western States, but it costs séven- 
teen cents a bushel more than the 
Canadian hard, and the millers con- 
tended that they could not pay the 
higher price and export flour at a 
profit, They are willing to pay the 
American price fer flour made for 
American consumption. 

This decision is a distinct conces- 
eion to the flour manufacturers, and 
will, it is declared, enable them to 
contro] the European markets. 


BETSY BIGLEY’S BUBBLE. 


Mythical Millions Resolve Into Air With 
the Statement of Attorney Stearns 
—Mev. Dr. Eaton Explains. 


Cleveland, Dec. 12.—The last 
tige of the Chadwick 
mythical millions was resolved into 
air yesterday, Attorney A. A- 
Stearns, representing Herbert D. New- 
ton of Boston, made an authorita- 
tive statement that the securities 
found in the mysterious package left 
with Ira Reynolds by Mrs. Chadwick, 
included paper of the face yalue of 
$18,750,000 bearing the signature 
“Andrew Carnegie,’ which is regard- 
ed as worthless. This is the key to 
the situation, for on the securities! 
supposed to be in this sealed pack- 
age loans of an unknown amount— 
certainly more than $1,000,000— 
vere negotiated. 

With this revelation it is found 
that the signature of Andrew Car- 
megie has apparently been forged on 
notes and other papers to the total 
amount of $13,750,000. ‘The securi- 
ties held by Reynolds, together with 
those that were held by the Citizen's 
National Bank of Oberlin and have 
already been made public, aggregate 
this amount. 

The Reynolds securities haye been 
for the last three years the principal 
pasis on which Mrs. Chadwick has 
conducted her financial system. And 
these same securities are the rock 
which has wrecked the Oberlin Bank 
and caused the ruin of hundreds of 
families and losses to business men 
almost without number. For it is the 
frankly expressed opinion of reput- 
able lawyers who have examined 
these papers that they are not worth 
one cent. 

Ira Reynolds, after his long course 
of faithful guardianship for the wo- 
man he trusted, now considers kim- 
self a dupe. It is stated as a fact, 
not hitherto known, that Reynolds 
lent Mrs, Chadwick practically all 
the money he possessed.

OUR NEW GOVERNOR 


Earl Grey Brilliantly Installed at 
Halifax Saturday. 


“GOD SAVE THE KING” PLAYED 


Mr, Justice Sedgwick Administers the 
Oath, After Which His Excellency 
‘Took His Place Om the Threne—Her 
Excollency, Lady Grey, Ereseat- 
ed With a Mammoth Bequet 
of Reses. 


Halifax, Dec, 12.—Old Halifax 
was the scene of @ brilliant event 
Saturday morning when Sir Albert 
Henry George, Karl Grey, was for- 
mally {nstalled as the 9th Governor- 
General of Canada, The Parisian, on 
which tho vice-regal party arrived, 
anchored in the stream until 7 o’clook 
a.m., when she pulled up to the In- 
tercolonial I'erminus ond discharged 
her malls and passengers. 

About 10 o'clock she again dropped 
{nto the stream, when the War De- 
partment steamer Alfredo went 
alongside and the distinguished pas- 
sengera were transferred to her. 
Gaily decorated with bunting she 
Steamed to the Gun Wharf, where the 
Fifth Royal Garrison Regiment, with, 
its band was drawn up. Sundreds of 
Citiznes were also present. As Hie 
Pxcellency stepped off the boat tho 
regiment prosented arms and the 
band played a few bars of “God 
Save the King.’’ 

The crowds at this point were mot 
yery demonstrative, chiefly because 
ladies predominated. 

Then the procession started for the 
Parliament Buildings. It no sooner 
got outside the Gun Wharf enclosure 
than the Governor-General’s car- 
Tinge was grected with rounds of ap- 
plause from the thousands which 
gathered in spite of the intense cold- 

‘The “Great Seal’? Presentod. 

At the Parliament Buildings great 
preparations had been made for the 
ceremony. After the reading of the 
commission by Col. Hanbury Wil- 
liams, Military Secretary, Her Excel- 
loncy, Lady Grey, wos presented with 
a mammoth bouquet of roses by Lady 
Parsons, After the administration of 
the oath by Acting Chief Justice 
Sedgewick His Excellency took his 
place on the throne, the band play- 
ing six bars of ''God Sava the 
King.” “The great seal’’ was thon 
presented and immediately therealter 
the address on behalf of the Provin- 
cial Government was presented by 
Premier Murray, followed by the ad- 
dress on behalf of the city. 

Countess Grey in the afternoon wa3 
also presented with an address on be- 
half of the National Council of Wo- 
men of Canada, which was delivered 
by Mrs. R. L. Borden. Saturday 
night the party was entertained at a 
state dinner at »Government House, 
after they held a levee in the Parlia- 
ment Buildings. Owing to the in- 
tense cold it was not largely attend- 
ed. 


Earl Grey’s Sunday. 

Halifax, Dec. 12:—The special 
train with the vice-regal party on 
board left Halifax at one minute 
Past midnight, and {s scheduled to 
arrive in Montreal in 27 hours, and 
at Ottawa in 30 hours. 

His Wxcellency attended divine ser- 
vice at St. Luke’s Cathedral in the 
morning, when Bishop Worrell of 
Nova Scotia preached from the text, 
“They bowed their heads and wor- 
shiped,’’ and the choir sang as the 
procession moved, “‘God Save the 
King.” 

In the evening Harl and Countess 
Grey were entertained at dinner at 
Bellevue, the residence of Maj—Gen. 
Sir Charles Parsons, at which tho 
military predominated.

Belgrade, Dec. 12,—The new Ser- 
vion Cabinet is as follows: Premier 
and Minister for Foreign Affairs, M. 
Pasics; Minister of Finance, M. Pac- 
sogu; Minister of the Interior, M. 
Protica; Minister of War, M, Putnik; 
Minister of Public Works, M. Velimi- 
rovics; Minister of Commerce, M. 
Advonovics; Minister of Justice and 
Wducation, M. Nicolics. None of the 
regicides remain in the now cabinet, 

Premier Pasics, who was leader of 
tho Radical party in opposition to 
King Alexander, was in exile at 
Abazzia at the time of the murder, 
and Minister of Public Works Veli- 
miroyics was appointed president of 
the Senate after the King and Queen 
were killed, and was president of the 
National Parliament which elected 
King Peter. Minister of War Putnik 
was a colonel under the late King 
Milan, who dismissed him from tho 
army, but he was reinstated later, 
promoted to be a general, and wags 
appointed chief of staff on July 30, 
1903.

Explains Navy Scheme. 

London, Dec. 12.—The Admiralty, 
has issued a circular to all naval 
commanders, explaining Lord Sel- 
borne’s scheme, which becomes oef-~ 
fective on Jan. 1, and detailing tha 
organization of warships of the re- 
Serve, Hach ship on the war list not 
in commission at sea will be kept 
commissioned in the reserve, and 
have a nucleus. crew comprising all 
the important officers and two-fifths 
of the war crew, including all ex- 
perts in torpedo and gunner rat- 
ings.

ANSWERS THEIRSTATEMENTS 


Dissects the Manifeste Issued By the 
Allisnce—Shows What the Liberal 
Party Has Dene in the Way of Tom- 
perance Legisiation—No Apol- 
ogy Neo: Vor tho Liberal 
Farty's Kecord, 


Toronto, Dec. 10.—Premier Ross 
has fulfilled his promise, made a few 
days ago, of replying at length in a 
pamphlet to the manifesto issucd on 
the 2nd inst, by the Executive of the 
Dominion Alliance, charging the Gov- 
ernment with being unfaithful to its 
pledges on the temperance question. 
In opening, the Premier deals with 
and replies to the statements of the 
manifesto in regard to the pledges of 
Sir Oliver Mowat ond his own con- 
nection and actions in relation there- 
to, and then takes up and combats 
the assertion that the requirements 
of the refererdum of 1902 were “‘ar- 
bitrary: and unfoir.’’ Continuing, he 
deals at some length with the man- 
ner ‘in which the temperance question 


| was treated by the Liberal Conven- 


tion, which, he points out, was not 
a. temperance convention, and care~ 
fully reviews the platform adopted in 
this connection, Tho most objection- 
able attitude of the Alliance, the 
Premier says, is in blaming the con- 

the non-acceptance of 


ion on the temperance question, is 
answered in part as followe ‘And 
so he was, and rightly, because he 
was the first Prerafer of the Province 
who ever saw the great party of 
which he is leader, in convention as- 
cembled, declare itself {n favor of ad- 
vanced temperance legislation. 
Why should he not be delighted when 
the whole party, though not declar- 
ing itself in fayor of prohibition, as 
Sir Oliver Mowat did, nevertheless 
authorized him, should he have the 
opportunity, to legislate on temper- 
ance to an extent far beyond tho 
limits of previous legislation.”’ 

The Premier quotes from the plat- 
form of the Conservative conference on 
the temperance question and wond- 
ers why this should be passed over 
in gilonce, while complaints are hur- 
led at the Liberal Convention, which 
took such advanced ground. The 
contention that the Government is 
trifling with the temperance question 
is answered by a review of the pro- 
gressive legislation advanced and car- 
vied by the Liberals, and the’ prac- 
tical results thereoi. 

Manifesto Unfair and Offensive. 

The Premier thinks the manifesto, 
directed almost, ii not quite, exclu- 
sively against the Liberal party, in 
which the great majority of temper- 
ance advocates are to be found, is so 
unfair and. offensive as to alienate 
their good will at a crisis in the his- 
tory of the temperance movement. 
To place the Conservative party in 
power, he declares, would be to give 
pesition to a party from which no 
temperance legislation has ever 
come, and which, “‘even when public 
expectation is so keen, will give po 
assurance as to its intentions.’" The 
Liberal party, the Premier holds, has 
no apology to make for its inability 
to proceed more rapidly, or legislate 
more comprehensively than it has 
done. It looks forward with con- 
fidence, however, to making further 
progress through the opportunities 
presented by the Liberal Conven- 
tion's platform. In concluding, he 
says that if the Executive of the Al- 
liance had not singled him out for 
its amimadversions, or the Liberal 
party for the purpose of destroying, 
its usefulness, he would have treated 
their manifesto as legitimate criti- 
cism; but he thinks the members of 
that body cannot now complain if 
he repels their assaults, exposes their 
unfairness, and calls upon the elec- 
tors of the Province ‘‘to sustain the 
policy of the Liberal party against 
all hostile combinations, no matter 
by whom made or under what aus- 
pices they are launched upon public 
attention.’’ 


FRANCE LEGALIZES DUELING.

Paris, Dec, 12—Promier Combes 
and his Oabinet have weathered an- 
other storm, the vote in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies Friday evening hav-

stronger than ever. This assures the 
carrying out of Mr. Combes’ pro- 
gram, of which the principal feature 
is the sepmration of church and state. 
The vote shows the growing stability 
of the French Cabinet and its power 
to resist popular excitement.

MEMBER OF NELSON FIRM, MONT- 
REAL, GIVES EVIDENCE. 


Deceased Had no Reason to Fear Prose- 
cution—Employers Well Satisfied 
With his Work. 

The inquiry into the facts connect4 
ed vith the death—on Tuesday, 6th, 
Inst.—of George A. Matiherell, traq 
yeller, for H. A. Nelson & Co, of 
Montresl, was resumed Tuesday in 
the Council chamber before Dr, 
Burrows, coronér, and a jury of fit; 
teen clcizens, County Attorney, 
Doylin was present on behalf of the 
Crown. ' 

A, A. J, Soanes, sworn, said; 1 
knew, deceased for many years, and 
and saw him lust on Tuesday morn- 
ing for a minute at the Market 
jountoin, whore he ws watering his 
horses; hedid not appear as jolly as 
usual, and looked peculiar—not him~ 
self. 

To Mr. Devlin—He had a strange 
look in his eyes. { 

To Joryman Galbrajth—Had long 
conversation with deceased Saturday 
evening; he was telling me his 
troubles that Nelson & Co, had sent

W. E. Smjth, barrister, sworn,

He wasin a bud conndition 
méntally, .Saw him about a week 
previous to thut visit, on which oc= 
casion he spoke to me about Nelson 
& Co., saying that he had got into 
financia: difficulties with them be- 
cause he hod been selling his 
sampies. He was in uljject fear of 
arrest, and was in a terribie condi+ 
tion mentaily—absolutely wild; he 
said his nerves were all unstrung 
and that be was unfit to face his 
difficulties. I told hun to inform the 
Co, that he was under a doctor's care 
and that t would negotiate with 
them; nf necessary. Ha seemed to 
be afraid his family would starve, 
and I said his friends would not let 
that happen, He felt cheered and 
returned later to tell me he had 
been foolish to worry so much. 
That was before he cut part of his 
thumb off splitting wood. He then 
called again and complained of his 
hard luck, and I advised lim to sell 
his horses. Monday morning he call. 
ed to tell me he had aa offer for one 
of the onimals, and spoke of a colt 
that bad been on pasture all summer 
in the countrys, saying he owed $10 
for its keep. I offered to lend him 
the money to get it back, but he res 
fused, adding that everyone seemed 
to be trying to make him a beggar, 
but he had always been able to carn 
his own living. I made an appoint, 
ment with him for 7 o'clock Tuesday 
evening, but he did not come. . 

To Juryman Crandell—i had no 
communication with Nelson Bros. 
respecting Metherell’s affairs. 

Dr. McAlpine, sworn, said: Am 
frequently called to attend the fam- 
ily, and knew deceased for many 
years. Was called in about Noy. 25, 
by Miss Metherell, who said her 
father was in a very bad neryous 
condition and unable to sleep. About 
tho 28th Metherell called on me and 
complained of pressure on the 
top of the head and loss of memory. 
He was in a very meluncholy and 
down-hearted condition, and I gaye 
bim a sedative. Saw. him again on 
Dec. 1st, when he called to have his 
thumb dressed, and on Dec, 6th, the 
day of his death, at 7 pm., I saw 
him in my office when IT returned 
from a trip into the country — he 
was present with others. I found 
that his finger was doing well and 
told him to call Friday and have 
the dressing renewed. TI saw the 
body after death—it was lying on a 
pile of stones back of the Metherell 
home. I turned the body over and 
saw the throat was cut, but the body 
was So rigid with frost that Y could 
not make a careful examination 
then, but did so later at the morgue 
and found a lurge gash from ea to 
ear; the windpipe had been seyer4 
ed as well as the arteries and mus; 
I would not say the man was 
insane when he called om me, but he 
was very melancholy and low-spirit- 
ed.

Legislative Assembly is dissolved. 
His Honor the Licutenant-Governor 
yesterday assonted to dissolution and 
signed the necessary papers. Tho 
election for the new House will take 
place on Wednesday, January 25th, 
and the nominations one week car~ 
lier, Jonuary 18th. 

Act of Last Session, 


Owing to legislation at the last 
session, writs for bye-olections were 
to issue within three months from 
the date at which any seat was 
vacated for any cause. North Perth 
was vacated on September 6th, and 
the time for the issue of the writ ex- 
pired on December 6th, although the 
notice to the Clerk of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly was not received until 
September 15th. On the vacation of 
a seat the statute provides that the 
writs should, after the specified limi- 
tation, issue forthwith. There was 
some difference of opinion as to 
whether the writ should issue within 
threo months from the date at 
which the seat was actually vacated, 
or from the time at which the Clerk 
received notice of the judgment of 
the trial Judges. The Government, 
not anxious to use the extreme limit 
of time on account of this doubt, 
has dissolved the Assembly. It is un- 
derstood the writs will be dated De- 
cember 29th. 

Premier Kess Will Tour, 

The campaign will open next week, 
when it is the intention of the Prem- 
ier to commence a tour, during which 
he will address public meetings in a 
number of the constituencies. 

The last genera] election for the 
Province was held on May 29, 1902, 
and the first session of the tenth 
Parliament of Ontario opened on 
March 10 of the following year.

He expressed much satis- 
faction with the imfluence his rest had 
upon his health. Sir Wilfrid spoke 
of the contrast between the south, 
which he had just left, with roses 
abloom along the highways, and the 
north, with air and other suggestions 
that the thermometer was not al- 
ways in June. ¢ 

“But,"’ he added, “‘the north is, 
after all, the best of this continent. 
I never was so assured as J am now 
that Western Canada is the greatest 
of the wests. I have just come 
through the United States west, and 
what do I find? I find that for 
hundreds and hundreds of miles the 
train travels through what can only 
be described asin desert—a sage brush 
desert—which to the eye of the tray- 
eler looks very hopleless. Irrigation 
may do much for parts of it, but I 
am told that the greater part of it 
will bo forever what it is now. Yn 
the same meridians in the Canadian 
West we have tho finest grazing 
ground in the world. Let me say 
again, deliberately, that the Canna- 
uae West is the greatest west there 
is.” 

Sir Wilfrid said this with great 
farnestness and quite evident pride. 


Not Against Will. 


London, Dec, 10.—Colonial Secre- 
tary Jyttelton, speaking in Glasgow

FIERCE TORNADO. 


Danish Vessel Greda Killed 
By a Sterm. 


St. John's, Nfid., Dec. 2i1.—The 
Danish vessel Greda has arrived here, 
her captain injured and her mate 
dead as the result of her experience 
in tho fierce tornado that is now 
Sweeping the coast. A heavy sea 
struck the ship, throwing the mate 
through the cabin door and breaking 
his neck and legs. The wheel was 
broken, and the Greda’s deck gear 
and sails were carried away. The 
Schooners Matilda and Swallow have 
also arrived in port divested by the 
storm of their spars, rigging, sails 
and deck gear. The steamers Sici- 
lia, Sylvia, Portia and Carthagenian 
are detained here by the storm. 

Seven Die At Ben, 


Nantucket, Mass., Dec. 21.—Death 
in the sea was the probable fate of 
Seven men who comprised the crew 
of the schooner Richard S. Leaming, 
which was driven ashore on Long 
Shoal during the severe blizzard last 
Sunday.

Por fifty years Japan has been lak. 
ing lessons from western civilization 
and, since the war broke out with 
Russia, she has astonished the na, 
tions by the aptitude with which she 
has assimilated what she learned, 
and even improved upon the methods 
of her teachers, Now the western 
nations are discovering that in many 
things the Japanese, who, we note, 
the Russians still ensist on calling 
barbarians, haye forged quite ahead 
of them in the thorough and system- 
atic application of the lessons they 


hyvae learned from the west, but 
which there have lergely remained 
{tbeories. The wonderful thorough. 


ness of the Japanese Army medicitl 
sorvice has been a revelation to Brit- 
ish and German physicians, whose re— 
ports haye so impressed che govern- 
ments that reovganization of that 
branch in both armies, according to 
the Japanese syslem,has already 
been decided upon. In matters of 
commissariat, dransport, clothing and 
field accommodation the Japanese 
have shown their superiority in many 
respects ito European army mothods. 
In the management of ships of war 
and nayal effect;veness, Japanesa 
genius ‘has shone out conspicuously. 
This is admijiiedly the most scientiy 
fic, technical and difficult servie in 
which men can be employed; yet 
these people im Jess than two genera.

would almost certainly have baffled

Suicidal Vor Farmers Not to Sell in the 
Dost Market—Farmers Would Obtain 
Dottor Prices If Given Access te 
Minneapolis Mills—Cempoiitien

Required, 


Winnipeg, Dec, 20.—Hon. Thomas 
Greenway arrived in the city yester- 
day en route home from 4 protract- 
ed trip in the south and east, during, 
which he visited the World’s Pair and 
the Fat Stock Exhibitions at Ohic- 
ago gud Guelph, Being asked for pis 
opinion of the suggestion in The 'To- 
ronto World that an export duty 
should bo placed on wheat going from 
Canada to the United States, to be 
manufactured into four, Mr, Green- 
way said he had heard nothing of the 
subject. while in Toronto a fow days 
ago, and he considered the proposal 


most unwise, “It is,’’ sald he, “‘a 
narrow eastern view, and were it to 
be adopted the farmers in the Wost 


would suffer considerable loss. There 
is no doubt that we would obtain a 
better price for our wheat if we wore 
given access to Minneapolis mills. 
An export duty would prevent the 
development of trade. Of course TIT 
would like to seo all our wheat 
ground at home, but we do not pos- 
sess the necessary facilities, and, this 
being the case, it would be suicidal 
not to sell in the best market. There 
is also an additional advantage in 
being able to sell to the United 
States millers of sccuring some 
competition in the wheat trade, which 
is certainly highly desirable, I 
think the main reason why the Uni- 
ted States want our wheat is be 
cause it has the hard quality requir- 
ed to mix with their soft wheat. 
This means that they will mix the 
two qualities for manufacturing pur- 
poses, but eastern Canadian millers 
do the same thing and it makes no 
difference whether it is done in the 
States or in Ontario. There is an- 
other equally important question in 


connection with the wheat market 
that will soon demand atten- 
tion, and that is the sys- 
tem of grading, Qur grading 
system this year is working bad- 
ly, and the farmers {eel that they 


are not getting value, especially for 
low grades. Having access to United 
States mills would remedy this to 
Some extent, Unjted States grades 
are a little lower than ours. This is 
a circumstance that would result to 
our advantage so long as we shipped 
across the lino. What we want is a 
system of grading that will secure 
for the grain growers the full mill- 
Ing yalue oi their wheat, and those 
who have to do with establishing 
grades should endeavor to devise a 
system that will insuro this result. 
Big losses have been sustained by 
farmers this year in the West.’

PURE DRINKING WATER. 
(fo the Editor of The Pest.) 

Dear Sir,—As the gutstion of how 
do secure a supply of goed water 
for the citizens of Lindsay is na- 
der discussion. will you kindly per- 
mit me to offer a small item of in- 
formation in regard to artesian wells. 

A few months ago we required a 
supply of water for ouilding pur- 
poses, and as the town water was 
not sufficiently near we were ob!ig- 
ed to sink a well in tite old-fashioned 
manner, and succeeded iz getting a 
quantity of water for the work in 
yrogress, but it was vory far from 
being fit for family use Recently 
We angaged the services of Mr. A.

Nine Persons Lose Their Lives 
in Long Island Sound. 


LOSS QUARTER OF A MILLION 


Herolem of the Officers and Crew Fre- 
vented the Accident Becoming = Ke- 
petition of 
Discipline, Teo, Contributed Net 
= Little to the Safety of 
‘Those On Board, 


the Slocum Disaster— 


New York, Dec. 19.—By the burn- 
ing of the Star Line steamer Glen 
Island in Long Island Sound Satur- 
day nino lives were lost and property 
rougily estimated at a quarter of a 
million dollars was destroyed. hat 
more lives were not sacrificed was 
due to the personal courage of the 
officers and crew and tho excellent 
discipline maintained when a hor- 
rible death for all seemed almost a 
certainty, When the steamer was 
abandoned she was flamc-swept from 
stem to stern, and yet the only per- 
sons who lost their lives were those 
whose escape had been entirely ‘ cut 
off by the fire before the alarm 
reached them. Of the ten passengers 
and the crew of 21, who sailed. on 
the steamboat, 22, including eight 
passengers, were brought back. 

Alarm For Fire Drill. 


When the fire was discovered Cap- 
tain McAllister at once sent in the 
alarm for fire drill. In the meantime 
the steering gear had been blocked 
and the pilots, finding themselves 
unable to direct the course of the 
steamer, rushed to the assistance of 
the other members of the crew in 
saving lives. Captain McAllister or- 
dered McMullin to go to the hurri- 
cane deck and loosen one of the boats, 
while he went to the main deck and 
tried to loosen the two large life 
boats. Captain McAllister managed 
to loosen the port lifeboat. The oth- 
er lifeboat was frozen to the davits, 
put a smaller one was soon ready to 
be lowered away. While the officers 
and crew were working there was a 
fearful scene of confusion among the 
ten passengers. They ran about the 
saloons in disarray. The woman who 
lost her life had been aroused by the 
stewardess and was on her way to 
one of the boats when she suddenly 
turned and dashed back into the 
flaming cabin. It is supposed that 
she went back for her valuables. She 
was not seen again and must have 
perished. There was no possibility of 
waiting for the rescue of those who 
failed to appear at once.

Quebec Inspector of Mines Makes al- 
uable Discovery in Far North, 

It is quite possible that a new and 
important mineral district has been 
added to the field for development 
and inyestment in Canada through 
investigations made Northern 
Quebec during the season just closed 
by J. Obalski, provincial inspector of 
mines, Mr. Obalski came to Otta- 
wa on Dec, 9th, bringing with him 
specimens of copper ore, magnetic ir- 
on, gold and asbestos, which he dis- 
covered in the region of Lake Chi- 
bougaman, about 200 miles northwest 
of Lake St. John, and 400 miles from 
Quebec city. The district gone oyer 
by Mr. Obalskiis some 40 miles by 20 
in area, and is in the Huronian for- 
mation, as shown on the maps of 
tha geological survey. He is anxious 
that the department should send 
parties out there next season to go 


more fully into the geological exam— 
ination of the district, and with that 


in

determined. Speaking to a néwspi- 
per reporter of the probable value 
ol his’ discovery, Mr. Obalski said: 
“These specimens af goldbearing 
quartz, in which the gold is dis, 
tinetly visible, were taken from a 
vein which measured over 30 feet in 
width, and which I traced for over 
2.000 feet. In the vicinity of this 
yein I panned the croppings in sev5 
eral places, and found colors in ala 
most every case, which ltuds me ‘ito 
believe that there is a considerable 
gold-bearing section. 

“Of perhaps greater importance is 
the discovery of a large belt of ser 
pentine rock at one place, in which 
a special prospect was mud From 
ft were taken these samples, which, 
as sou see, are asbestos of good 
quality, the fiber varying from one 
inch to three inches in length. The 
province of Quebec already pro- 
duces about 40,000 tons of asbestos, 
or 80 per cent. of the world's 
consumption, and this should be a 
yaluable addition toou rmonopoly of 
that mineral. 

“Phere are also what are probably 
extensive yeins of oopper ore, carry— 
ing boinite, also of iron pyrites and 
magnetic iron, There is an abund. 
ance of timber in the district, suit- 
able for pulpwood, and excellent wa- 
ter power.” 

Asked about the climate of this 
district, which is on tho Height of 
Land, Mr. Obalski said it was simil- 
ar to that of the cultivated portions 
of northern Quebeo. The soil is a 
light, sandy loam. Lake Chibouga- 
mau and its tributaries abotnd in 
excellent fish, lake trout, mas+ 
kinonge and pitkerel, while there is 
any amount of duck, grouse and oth- 
er small game. There are no moose 
or red deer in the district, but bewrs 
are plentiful, amd the Indians on) 
their migratory trips to and from 
the trapping grounds get all the cari 
ibou they require.

London, Dect, 17—Gen. Stoessel, 
the Russian military commander ot 
Port Arthur, according to a despatch 
from Che Foo to Tho Daily ‘Tele 
graph, has again been wounded, this 
time by a rifle bullet. The correspon- 
dent adds that the wound is not 
serious. Warly in November General 
Stoessel was wounded in the hend 
by a splinter from a shell while he 
was personally directing the repulse 
of a Japanese attack. 

Both Sides Surprised. 


Russian Weadquorters, Mukden, 
Dec, 17.—There was considerable d 
sultory firing on both sides yester- 
day. The Japanese made an advance, 
but it proyed to be only a demon- 
stration. 

Night sortics continue, A ctrjous 
melee resulted Thursday night from 
4 simultaneous advance of both Rus- 
slans and Japanese. I'wo colums of 
Japanese taking advantage of the 
darkness advanced on Russian pos 
tions, and at the same time a Ru 
sian column set out for the village 
of Nanganza. 

The Japanese re-entered the village, 
whore they were greeted with a tre- 
mendous explosion, which killed many 
of them. In the meantime the two 
Japanese columns operating in the 
direction of the Russians heard the 
explosion and thought they had been 
outflanked whereupon they retired. 
The Japanese and Russians mot as 
each side was returning. 

Both were utt«@ly surprised, a hand 
to hand scuffle in the darkness en- 
sued, but as it was impossible to 
distinguish friend from foe, probably 
little damage was done on cither 
side, The Russian loss was only one. 

On the night of Dec 14 fourteen 
Russian scouts penetrated to the. vil- 
lage of Fanshon, where they destroy- 
ed a Japanese signal tower and car- 
ried off an old bell, which had been 
used by the Japanese to signal the 
approach of the Russian troops. 

Escape From Port Arthur. 


Che Foo, Dec. 17.—Seven Russians 
in civilian garb, but g military 
training, obyious in their bearing, 
arrived yesterday in an open sailboat 
carrying despatches. They were un- 
willing to talk and went immediate- 
ly to the Russian consulate, x 
high wind enabled them to make a 
quick passage from Port Arthur. 

Caldo Keleased. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 17.—Captain 
Caldo, who was detached from Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky’s squadron to 
appear as a witness before the North 
Sea Commission and who was ar- 
rested Dec. 9, for criticizing the Ad- 
miralty and Grand Duke Alexis, the 
High Admiral, bas been released by 
order of Grand Duke Alexis, who con- 
Sidered that his punishment for in- 
fraction of the regulations sufiicient. 
It was rumored last night that he 
had declined to appear before the In- 
ternational Commission unless the 
first charge is officially vindicated, 
taking the ground that his credibil- 
ity as a witness has been impaired 
by his arrest. Captain Caldo receiy- 
ed a great ovation on arriving at 
his residence after his release. 


DISCUSSION STOPPED, 


Council ef St. Petersburg Denounce Minls= 
ter of Inte (er Mirsky. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 17.—An ad- 
journed meeting of the St. Peters- 
burg city council assembled last 
night for the) purpose of discussing 
the advisability of endorsing the de- 
mand of tha Moscow municipality for 
constitutional reforms. The president 
of the council announced that, owing 
to unforeseen circumstances, which he 
could not disclose, the debate could 
not proceed. The announcement then 
resulted in a noisy scene. Many 
councillors angrily protested and 
quitted the chamber and later held 
a private meoting whore Minister of 
Interior Sviatopolk-Mirsky was de- 
nounced for prohibiting debate. 

Flans Protest. 


Helsingfors, Finland, Dec. 17.—A 
petition signed by oa majority of the 
members of the Finnish Diet has been 
presented to the President of the 
Diet, protesting against numerous 
edicts and measures, such as the in- 
troduction of the Russian language 
in Government offices, the dismissal 
of Finnish fulctionaries, the new con- 
scription law, ote, which have been 
enforced contrary to law and with- 
out the co-operation of the Diet, 
and which have created a condition 
of affairs resembling a state of siege, 
and urging that the Diet should, at 
tha soonest possiljle day, bring for- 
ward measures for the re-establish- 
ment of legal administration and the 
restoration of legal order. 

Lawyers Demand Reforms. 

Kostroma, Russia, Dec. 17.—Tho 
lawyers of this city have sent an ad- 
dress to the Minister of Justice in 
support of the Bar Association's de- 
mands for a reform of the laws.

MR. KRUGHR’S FUNERAL, 


‘Twe Thousand Burghers Attend Barial 
At Protoria, 


Pretoria, Dec. 17.—Two thousand 
Burghers attended an impressive re- 
ligious service yesterday prior to the 
burlal of the body of former Prosi- 
dent Kruger. Several minfeters of 
the Dutch churches spoke eulogizing 
the ex-president for his exemplary re- 
Ugious life, and as a lover of his 
people, and exhorting the Boers while 
remaining loyal to the new flag nev- 
er to forget the principles of their 
late leader or their own language. 

An immense crowd filed through the 
denth chamber throughout the morn- 
ing. The coffin was draped with the 
Transvaal and Orange Free State 
flags, and on it were the tributes of 
Queen Wilhelmina, and the Queen 
Mother of Holland. 

Unify White Races. 

At Kruger’s funeral yesterday 
Gen. Botha spoke. His speech 
strongly recommended the unification 
of the white races in South Africa, 
as thot is the only means by which 
they can become a great people and 
realize Kruger’s ideal. 


$540,000 GIFT FROM CARNEGIE. 


Bocemes Joint Founder With Besjamia 
Franklin ef School. 


New York, Dec. 17.—Announcement 
was made Thursday night that An- 
drew Carnegie had given to the city 
of Boston the sum of $540,000, and 
had become the joint founder with 
Benjamin Franklin of an institution 


for industrial training. The new en-- 


terprise is to be managed along the 
lines of the Cooper Institute in this 
city. 

Benjamin Franklin, in his will, left 
to the city of Boston the sum-of $5,- 
000, which was to bo invested and 
kept intact for a century, at the 
end of which time it was to be used 
for the benefit of the apprentices of 
the city. 

The board of selectmen and the 
ministers of three denominations 
Were mentioned as trustees on which 
the expenditure of this fund should 
fall. The amount was invested in real 
estate soon after the death of Frank- 
lin, which took place in 1790, and 
{t was found on the termination of 
the trust that the fund had increas- 
ed to $270,000. 


WITNESS BROKE DOWN. 


Govermment Scer: 


Ottawa, Dec. 17.—Abondeus Mar- 
tineau broke down again yesterday 
while giving evidence in the case of 
the Dominion Government against 
the Bank of Montreal to recover the 
amount of Martineau’a forgeries.

Montreal, Dec. 19.—The long-talk- 
ed-of cotton amalgamation is now an 
accomplished fact. The deal in ques- 
tion is ope of the most extensive 
concentrations of capital which has 
taken place in Canada for years. 

Hereafter the Dominion Cotton 
Company, the Merchants Cotton 
Company, the Colonial Bleaching 
Company, and the Montmorency 
Cotton Company will be known as 
one industrial concern, with a capi- 
tal of somewhere near $10,000,000, 
the whole representing bonds, pre- 
ferred and common stock.

WRECKS FEW ON LAKES. 


Frofitable One Vor Ship 
Wnderwriters 


Chicago, Dec. 15.—The season just 
closed has probably been the most 
profitable one to ship underwriters in 
the history of that business on the 
great lakes, Vessel owners who car- 
ried no insurance were equally fortu- 
nate, the dangers of lake navigation 
reaching the lowest point since boats 
gailed the lakes. This showing is due 
to freedom from great storms, the 
nearly complete absence of fog, and 
o mysterious rise in the stage of wa- 
ter on oll the upper lakes. 

Because of the strike of masters 
and pilots, general navigation did 
not begin unt{l after June 1, From 
that time until the close of naviga- 
tion 480 disasters wero noted in the 
official record of the underwriters. In 
1908 there were 522 losses. 

The aggregate losses on vessels in 
1904 were $1,260,760, and on car- 
goes $299,100, 

Thirty-seven vessels were coraplete~ 
ly wrecked or lost. Their total ton- 
nage, was 17,627. The total tonnage 
lost the preceding year was 31,644,

Street car traffic practic- 
ally was at a standstill. 

Traffic Tied Up, 


New York, Dec. 28.—Rain and 
sleet, with rising temperature, fol- 
lowing the recent heavy snowstorms, 
have greatly impeded traffic in and 
Bbout New York. Telegraphic com- 
mounication has been considerably 
handicapped, and nearly all through 
trains from the west and north are 
delayed owing to slippery rails. In 
the city the rain and sleet, which 
froze as s0on as it struck the ground, 
made walking hazardous and incon- 
venient, and wherever there was a 
grade on the surface roads there was 
great trouble. On the elevated lines 
brilliant electrical displays marked 
the passing of trains over the ice 
coated third rail. 

Up through New York State many 
wires were down and those which 
Were not could only be operated 
slowly. Service to Chicago was great- 
ly delayed; In New England the con- 
ditions were better, but to many 
points business was moved slowly.

Philadelphia, Dec. 28—The Mari- 
time Exchange reports its wire 
from this city to the Delaware break- 
water and intermediate stations in 
trouble.

Snow 
fell to a depth of nearly a foot and, 
driven by a high wind, drifted badly.

St, Catharines, Dec. 28.—The bene 
fit from the heavy rainfall Monday 
night is widespread in the Niagara 
Peninsula and the suffering farmers 
could not have received a more wel- 
come Christmas box. Every creek 
and pond in this district had been 
dried up because there had been no 
rain for months. 

Monday night's heavy downfall 
was the first rain which has fallen 
here since October. People in Thor 
old, where there is no water-works 
system, Were very thankful for the 
rain, for it filled up cisterns which 
had been dry for months. Many 
farmers were compelled to draw wa- 
ter for miles for their cattle, and 
many had sold their stock in con- 
sequence. 

It was greatly feared that the win- 
ter would set in without rain, which 
would have been a calamity hard to 
estimate the consequences of.

Thrilling Rescue of the Crew of 
a Canadian Schooner. 


STRUGGLE IN TURBULENT SEA 


Terribla Experiences of the Crew of the 
Josie M, Calderwood of Bydney, 0.D,— 
Great Gallantry Displayed ia Their 
Bescue By Officer and Weur 
Seamen of the German Stenm- 
er Barcelona. 


New York, Dec. 24.—The fate of the 
little 79-ton Sydney, ©. B., schoon- 
er Josie M, Calderwood, which sail- 
ed from Dalhousie carly in Novem- 
ber, was first learned yesterday, 
When the German steamer Barcelona 
came in with a story of a thrilling 
rescue at sea, The capatain and four 
men composing the crew of the Cal- 
derwood were taken from their little 
craft after a frightful experience, 
when they were rendy to abandon 
hope. The schooner, herself waterlog- 
ged and hopeless, was fired and was 
ablaze from water-line to main truck 
when the Barcelona steamed after 
her. The Barcelona came upon the 
Calderwood when she was three days 
out from Baltimore on Nov, 27. 
Strong gales with hurricane squalls 
had prevailed for 48 hours, and the 


seas were running mountains high 
when the signal of distress set by 
the Calderwood crew was sighted, 


When the steamer was within hailing 
distance the crew of the Calderwood 
begged to be taken from their sink- 
ing vessel. A lifeboat manned by an 
officer and four seamen was sent 
away from the steamer after a ter- 
rible struggle in the turbulent sea 
and rescued the crew of the Calder- 
wood. Before leaving the sinking ves- 
sel the torch was applied, and it is 
believed that the hulk remained 
above the surface but a few hours. 
According to tlie story told by the 
rescued men, the Calderwood had 
fared badly in a long succession of 
heavy gales. Wrenched and twisted 
by the wind and waves, her seams 
had started early in tho voyage, and 
for days the crew had been at the 
pumps without rest. On the 27th the 
pomps became choked, the water 
gained rapidly and the crew was 
about to take to the little boats 
When the Barcelona hove in sight. 


FRANCE IS ANGRY. 
Situation in Morocco Extremely Grave, 
and Can Only Be Averted By Sultan's 


Satisfactory Explanations. 


Paris, Dec 24 —The Foreign Office 
considers the situation in Morocco 
to be extremely grave. The Sultan’s 
dismissal of his French and other 
military advisers has been followed 
by a number of other acts showing 
his intention to interrupt the execu= 
tion of the French policy. 

Accordingly the French Minister at 
Tangier has been instructed to se 
cure the immediate withdrawal from 
the Moroccan capital of the French 
Consul, the commander and all the 
members of the military mission and 
all Wrench citizens, unless the Sultan 
vacates his previous Offensive action, 
and offers a suitable explanation, 

The French Minister has been {n- 
structed to communicate this to the 
Sultan at the same time he notifies 
the Consul, military men and citi- 
zens to prepare to depart. 

The officials here say that no defi- 
nite military or naval steps have yet 
been taken, as these await the Sul- 
tan’s response to the Minister’s de 
mands, but a demonstration in force 
will follow if a suitable explanation 
and reparation are not promptly 
given.

Badly Injured By Falls. 

Toronto, Dec. 28.—John Kelly, 
painter, working on the Goulding 
Building, on Wellington street, was 
laying a plank over an open stair- 
case yesterday when he lost his 
balance and plunged through the 
opening, falling on the ground, 380 
feet below. Several ribs were frac- 
tured, the broken ends of which 
pierced the pleural cavity. Ho was 
in a semi-consclous condition when 
taken to the Emergency Hospital, 
and was suffering severely from the 
shock. He has only a fighting chance 
for his life. 

Joseph Scholey, 84 Berkeley street, 
fell through a trap door in a plan- 
ing mill at 193 Ontario street. His 
spine was injured. He was taken 
home in the ambulance.

MR. HOSSACK’S OPEN LETTER. 


(Toronto Star.) 


As Rey. D. C. ‘Hossack has walked putation was 


into the centre of the stage to deliv- 
er his opinions about Hon G. W. 
Ross, being moved thereto by the 
sense of duty as a citizen, he can 
find no fault with anyone who dis- 
agrees with him, and is moved by a 
sense of duty to say so in language 
plain as bis own.

Why? Because it seems to be his 
duty as a citizen. (nei 
Tet it be granted at once that if 
Rey. D. ©. Hossack or any other cler- 
gyman really believed that a po 
litical party was retaining power by 
‘immoral methods he would be justis 
(ied in denouncing it. If, on a moral 
issue, like the temperance question, 
he thought that the cause could be 
aided by the defeat of the Govern~ 
‘ment in power, he would have un 
‘questionable justification for seek 
ing its deveat, But when a clergy- 
man wrives aa open letter to the Pre, 
mier, when he inyites a proyince to 
listen while be tulks, he must be 
judged by his course a5 a whole and 
by all he says. Whut we propose to 
complain about is that the letter of 
Rey. D. ©. Hossack is not what it 
purports to be, a letter wrung by 
the condition of affairs from one 
naturally friendly to - the Premier 
but ithe studied deliverance of 1 man 
who stes u political opening nnd 
tries to fill it. A man acting under 
judicial restraint would not, as Mr. 
Massack has done, include in his let. 
4er every charge against the Premier 
that even the malice of the Mail and 
Empire can make use of A mpn 
competent jto wxite a publie letter 
that would deserve populan respect 
would make some attempt to sift the 
false from the true and would confine 
himself to the compelling questions 
that had moved him to myke him-— 
self conspicuous. Instead of that, 
Mr, Hossack meanders over every 
thing on the calandar of party 
movitics nd takes ithe partisan's 
in eyery instance, He refers 


to the Premier’s speech at Madoc in 
favor of B.O. Lott, although that 
spzech was at a time when Lott’s re. 
unchallenged by any 
man, 1nd when only an inspired 
prophet could have known what the 
future had im store for him He 
mentions |the appointment of Cum. 
mings as a deputy returning officer, 
by Hon. B. J. Davis, and “his subse, 
quent naming by the judges for 
{fraud”—here again the complaint 
being that nobody in the udministra4 
tion could foresee events. From his 
familiarity witn ‘the prophets, Mr. 
Hossack seems surprised at the scir- 
city among politicians. He refers to 
the ‘Callaghan case anfairly, and 
spreads out in array cvyery charge 
that the opponents of the Govern- 
méat, either with or without cause, 
have made against it. It is the let— 
ter of a partisan quest of 
applause. 

The statements contained in the 
letter which are no* of this charac- 
ter are designed to show that an Or- 
acle is speaking, and that a Voice is 
being raised in the land, The letter 
begins on the great day in the life of 
Hon. G, W. Ross, when he spoke in 
Cobourg and a smal) boy heard him— 
a boy unseen, overlooked in that 
crowd, but destined one day to write 
this very open letter and overturn 
thrones, The letter ends by putting 
Mr. Ross as an orator where he be. 
longs, for the convenience of histor 
jans. “You are a good speaker,” he 
says to Mr. Ross, but let not Mr. Rosa 
feel too glad, for there is more com, 
ing. “You have a cheerful, jaunty, 
style which is quite attractive. On 
the stump you are, I think, one of the 
most expert political campaigners of 
our time.” But here is what Mir. Hos- 
sack is coming at. “I would rather 
hear you speak than read your 
speeches, While you are lacking in 
literary instinct, you have 1 stock 
of standard quotations, and you use 
some of them an paraphrase oth.

M. WITTE NOW HIGH IN FAVOR 


Wlenes Karopatkin Added His Voice in 
Favor of the Broader Activity of the 
Zemstvos—Questien of Constitution- 
al ‘Assembly Untouched, * and » 
Thero Is No Special Mention 
of the Jewish Religion. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 27.—An © Im- 
| perial Ukase issued last night makes 
decidedly liberal promises under a 
number of heads: 

It promises a iull and equal 
forcement oi existing laws. 

Assures the Zemstvos of the full- 
est possible measure of self govern- 
ment, and the enforcement of the 
laws now existing in their behalf. 

Promulgates a scheme of work- 
man's insurance. 

Extends the Jiberty of the press. 

And promises a fall legal trial of 
all persons accused, 

M, Witte seems again to bo high in 
the favor of the mperor, and is al- 
most a daily visitor at the Tsarkoe- 
Selo. 

There seems to be no evidence of a 
cessation of the agitation in different 

do parts of tho country in favor of lib- 


en- 


\eral reforms. The situation is most 
acute {n Moscow, where the univer- 
sity is closed and other societies are 
in a constant state of ferment. 

It develops that tho social reyolu- 
tion party in Moscow before the de- 
monstrations of Dec. 18 ond 19, 
practically issued o warning con- 
demning to death Grand Duke Sergi- 
us and Police Master Trepoff, if, dur- 
ing these demonstrations thera 
ghould be a recurrence of their po- 
lice brutality, which was witnessed 
in St. Petersburg. Subsequently tho 
students decided not only to cease 
attending lectures, but to demon- 
strate on the occasion of the burial 
of the victims of the rioting of 
Dec, 18 and 19, to ally themselves 
with the labor movement and to tako 
up arms in their own defence, 

Gen. Kuropatkin, according to an 
interview with Prince Dolgorouky, 
head of the Moseow Red Cross de- 
tachment at the front, has added his 
voice in fayor of broader activity of 
‘the Zemstvos, This may bo fraught 
with immense significance later. 


Ukase Under Eight Heads. 


Bt. Petersburg, Dec, 26,—Nicholas’ 
Jong expected ukase was {ssued to 
night. The document deals, under 
eight heads, with practically all <ho 
Subjects brought to the emperors at 
tention by the memorial of the con 
gress of zemstvos's presidents held here 
last month, and while not specially 
pledging the government to carry out 
the yarlous reforms in thelr entirety 
as demanded by the memorial, prom- 
fsed that each shall bo referred to the 
council of m{fnisters, with orders to re 
port promptly on the fullest measures 
of relief which can be accorded on the 
‘various subjects, 

One question fiot touched by the 


ukase is (nat of the constucattyna; ns- 
sembly. Neither is the Jewish religion 
Specifically mentioned, tho freedom for 
all creeds or sects, whether Christian 
or otherwise, is among the subjects 
which will be dealt with, 

Among those competent to express 
an opinion, it was considered to be a 
document, the ultimate value of which 
depended largely upon the interpreta- 
tlon given by the varlous committees 
as to the measure of liberty which it 
is possible to grant under the various 
heads named.

PORT ARTHUR'S FALL: 


Jap Naval Attaches and Legle- 
lators Sail to See It, 


SIX HUNDRED JAPS KILLED 


Bharp Fighting Beneath Fayulscan Moun- 
tain im Which Mikade's Mem Suffered 
Weavily—Force of Japa On 
Bhakbe River Surpria 
gress of Port Arthur 

Indicates Fall Is Near. 


Yokohama, Dec, 27.—Tho steamer 
Manchu, bound for tho neighborhood 


of Port Arthur, left here yesterday. 
Sho carried as passengers ten naval 
attaches, four peers, seventeen mem- 
bers of the Housel of Representatives, 
one Secretary of the Diet, and a 
Heutenant-commander. Thero will be 
no press representative on board dur~ 
ing tho voyage, which it is expected 
will occupy three weeks. 
Japs Lose 600 Men, 


London, Dec. 27.—The Daily Tele- 
graph’s correspondent at Che Woo in 
@ despatch dated December 26, says: 
“A messenger from Port Arthur de- 
scribes o Japanese attack the even- 
ing of December 22 with a light 
column of a thousand and machino 
guns on tho northern defences. They 
dashed along the railway, carried 
trench after trench, and succeeded in 
reaching the watercourse beneath 
[Payuisean Mountain, whence the Rus- 
sian artillery worked terrible execu- 
tion, A fierce bayonet fight occurred 
at midnight. 

“A&A strong Russian force, advanc- 
ing eastward of Payuisean Mountain, 
threatened the retreat of the Japan- 
ese, who, after a desperate struggle, 
retired to the north, leaving several 
machine guns, ‘300 rifles and 80 pri- 
foners. It is estimated that they 
lost 600 killed. The Japanese halt- 
ed near the cemetery, and, finding 
that both the flanks‘had carried all 
the works forming the outlying range 
of the main forts, they entrenched on 
small hills year Etze Mountain under 
@ severe enfilading fire, which caused 
them further heavy losses.’* 

Surprised the Japs. 


Mukden, Dec. 27.—Volunteers who 
crossed the Shakhe River on Friday 
surprised a force of the enemy, kill- 
ing about 100 and taking 15 prison- 
ers. The Russian losses were trifling. 

Mobilization Causes Disorders. 


St. Perersburg, Dec. 27.—While the 
mew mobolization is proceeding 
quietly in most places, disorders are 
reported to have occurred in Poland, 
The most serious disturbance was at 
Razon yesterday, where one colonel 
was killed and a gendarme wounded. 
There has also been considerable riot- 


ing at Bakhoug, where 6,000 con- 
scripts pillaged a few houses and 
fruit stalls. No one, however, was 


killed. 
InJap Hands. 

Tokio, Dec. 27.—The following re- 
port was received from the besiegers 
at Port Arthur Sunday morning: 

“A body of our right wing sur- 
prised the enemy at Housanytantun 
(Housanyentao), and Siaofantun (the 


latter about six and a half miles 
northwest of Port Arthur), at 10 
o'clock Saturday night, and occu- 


pied the villages, and subsequently 
dislodging the enemy, occupied the 
whole of Taliuchiatun (about five 
miles northwest of Port Arthur), at 
2.55 o'clock this morning. 

“Our repeated attacks during the 
past few days were @niformly suc- 
cessful, and now the whole of the 
enemy's adyanced positions fronting 
our right wing is in our hands.’*

Tore Reports Main Strengih of Russians 
Completely Crushed and Work ef Jap 
Floot Practically Over. 


Tokio, Dec. 26—Admiral Togo 
telegraphing under date of Dec. 22, 
Bays: 

“After 203-Metro Hill was occupied 
as a result of a gallant and desper- 
ate attack by tho besieging army the 
bombardment of the enemy’s squad- 
ron by a siege and other heavy guns 
became effective. In consequence the 
battleships Poltava and Retvizan 
were sunk and subsequently the bat- 
tleships Pobieda ond Pereviet, the 
protected cruiser Pallada and the 
armored cruiser Bayen were sunk. 
The battleship Sevastopol escaped 
the land bombardment, left the har- 
bor, Dec. 9, and anchored near Chen- 
tao Mountain. She was attacked 
there continuously by our torpedo 
boats and heavily damaged. The 
main strength of the enemy is com- 
pletely crushed. Only a weak gun- 
boat, the Otvashai, and sevoral tor- 
pedo boat destroyers remain afloat. 
Under the circumstances our combin- 
ed fleet has been removed as unne- 
cessary from the blockade of Port 
Arthur, which has been maintained 
since May 1. T have arranged for a 
closer watch for ships attemptiag to 
run the blockade, and then watch 
the remnant of the enemy's squad- 
ron. 

Mines Wore Damaging. 

“During the blockade wo suffered 
from the enemy's mines, both laid 
ond floating on the high seas, and 
from dense fogs. The Miyako, Yoshi- 
no, Hatsuse, Kaimon, Helyen and 
Salyen were sunk, and many gallant 
and loyal officers and men were kill- 
ed, but we succeeded in maintaining 
the blockade, When the enemy emerg- 
ed from the harbor our fleet success- 
fully engaged them and finally with 
the valuable support of tho besieging 
army succeeded in crushing nearly all 
tho enemy's squadron, 

“Our second squadron so heavily 
damaged the Vladivostock squadron 
that it has been unable to leave 
port.

KEKWAN FALLS TO JAPS. 


Most Furieus Fight ef Pert Arthur Siege— 
Beal Feat of Arms Replete With 
Brilliant Daring. 
Headquarters of the Japanese 
Third my before Port Arthur, Dec. 
20.—(Via Yinkow, delayed in trans- 

mission via Tientsin, Dec. 26): 


Since the general assault of Nov. | 


26-27 against the forts of Rihlung 
and Kekwaon Mountains, resulting in 
furious fighting and great loss of 
life, and described at length by tho 
Associated Press correspondent in a 
despatch filed Noy. 26, the Japanese 
have been engaged in tunnelling un- 
der the northern fort of Kekwan 
Mountain. The main tunnels ran 
under the north wall of the fort from 
the moat for a distance of 40 feet, 
and there were four short branch tun- 
nels. On the morning of Dec. 18 
seven dynamite mines were laid, the 
object of which was to destroy the 
orth wall and so give the Japanese 
access to the fort. The fort had 50 
long resisted the assaults of tho 
Wapanese that it was considered 
hecessary that the explosion of the 
mines and the subsequent attacks 
should be carefully planned. Gencral 
Bamojima, commanding tho left divi- 
Bion, asked for volunteers who would 
be prepared to capture the fort or to 
fio in the attempt. Two entire bat- 
talions answered tla call. The first 
battalion remained in the caponiere 
galleries during the explosion of the 
tines, while the second battalion 
was in a parellel, close to tho wall of 
the counterscatp. 

In order that the dark blue uni- 
form of the men might not show 
gainst the brown of the soll, which 
would be turned by the force of ex- 
plosion, the attackers wore brown 
woollen ‘underdrawers over their 
trousers and brown sweaters over 
their tunics. Instead of a cap, each 
finan wore a brown woollen headpiece, 
Which extended to shoulders, leaving 
bnly the face visible. Every man car- 
bied a rifle aid (dynamite grenades, 
ule 4 lighted slow match was at- 
ached to his cartridge belt, with 
which to ignite tho fuses of the gren- 
ades. In this peculiar garb, with the 
flighted matches at thelr waists, the 
‘troops presented a strange  appear- 
hnce, The soldiers of the battalion 
in tho caponiere gallery, who were 
distinguished by white badges on 
heir arms, were to make tho second 
assault, General Samejima person- 
hilly conducted these assaults at 2 
b’clock in the afternoon of Dec, 19, 
after the explosions had taken place.

The Japanese succeeded in 
gaining the ramparts and charged 
the interlor of the fort, but they 
were repulsed by a portion of the 
frarrison from behind a wall at the 
ear of the fort, which had not been 
ouched by the force of the explosion.

Yn the meantime the Russians had 
rushed reinforcements of some 800 to 
the fort through the covered wall at 
the rear, The sccond battalion of at- 
tackers were unable to advanco im- 
mediately, as the Sapping trenches 
from the parallel to the moat were 
filled with debris, When this debris 
had been excavated the battalion 
gained the moat and reached tho 
ramparts through the breaches that 
had been made by the explosion, Tho 
commander of this enterprise realized 
that any attempt to gain the in- 
terior of the fort would end in dis- 
aster if his whole force advanced in 
one body, so he disposed his men 
along the wall and ordered them to 
,gain the lower level of tha interior 
of the fort by twos and threes and 
to find cover in the holes which had 
been made in the surface by the Ja- 
paneso shells, and these offered good 
cover from the rifle and machine gun 
fire directed from the rear of the 
fort, In. theso holes 150 of the at- 
tackers had found cover by 5 o'clock 
in the morning. 

Advancing carefully the Japanese 
approached the Russian defences: in 
the rear of the fort, and by working 
from hole to hole under cover of 
darkness the entire battalion gained 
tho interior of the fort, motwith- 
Standing the desperate resistance

Fiercest of Fight. 


{ ‘The fighting was desperate in the 
extreme, with bayonet and dynamite 
hand’ grenades, and the entire garri- 
son was killed with the exception of 
a party of 20, who escaped through 
tho covered wall, which they destroy- 
ed behind them by exploding four 
mines, and thus prevented the Ja- 


panese from pursuing them. Though 
the numbers engaged and the area of 
fighting were smal], both assnults 
and defence were more furious than 
any in the previous history of the 
siege of Port Arthur. With the ex- 
ceptions noted, the garrison died 
fighting to the last man, with won- 
derful determination. 

The final rushes of the Japanese 
were irresistible. Their wounded re- 
fused to retire, and insisted on con- 
tinuing the fighting, saying that 
they had vowed to take the fort and 
that they must succeed, 

Pour field guns and three machine 
guns were captured, and over 3800 
Russians were killed, The skillful 
manner in which the sccond assault 
Was executed prevented heavy losses 
and insured the capture of the fort, 
which, though not the largest, is one 
of tho strongest of the castern forti- 
fied ranges.

The fort is important to the Ja- 
Ppanese, as it Opens a way up the 
forge between it and the eastern 
end of Kekwan Mountain, and is 


the easiest point at which to picrce 
the principal line of fortifications 
for the purpose of gaining a foot-

SMUGGLERS’ PLANS. 


If Net Rondered Futile Will Land Many 
Chimamon {m the United States 
Against the Law. 


Washington, D.C., Dec. 24.—In- 
formation has reached the immigra- 
tion authorities of a scheme by, 
which it is proposed to bring into 
this country Chinese who in the re- 
gular order of events, might be re- 
fused admission. 

The proposition is to take the 
Chinese from China to Liverpool and 
then ticket thom through to New 
York via Halifax or St. John and 
Rouse’s Point. The particular desire 
of the promoters of the plan is to 
have the Chinese enter this country 
through Rouse’s Point which is on 
the Canadian line near the border of 
New York and Vermont. At Rouse’s 
Point no detention house of the im- 
migration service is located, and the 
Chinese entering the country there 
would not be subject to the investi- 
gation of a regular board of immi- 
gration inspectors.

this plan will be followed at Rouse’s 
Point if the scheme is not abandon- 
ed.

DEATH OF CAPT. GILPIN-BROWN. 


Conducted Lord Minto On His Recent 500-

on Monday, Capt. Hdward Gilpin- 
Brown, for many years inspector for 
the N.W.M,.P., and the man who con- 
ducted Lord Minto on his recent 
ride across the western prairies, died 
lato Tuesday night at the home of 
his mother-in-law, Mra. John Boul- 
ton, 15 Grange road. 

Capt. Gilpin-Brown only arrived in 
Toronto from Quebec on Monday, 
after negotiating for two months for 
the new rifles for tho police.

Kussians Reported to Mave Bribed Mull 
Trawiers to Give False Evidonce—Un- 
derhand Methods Used to BSeoure 
Testimony—Attasks On the Bo- 
vastopel Result in Her Prac- 
tical Unseaworthiness, 

London, Dec. 23.—Tho publication. 


in St. Petersburg of the statement 
that the Hull fishermen have volin- 


tarily deposed that foreign torpedo 
boats were among tho trawlers off 
Dogger Bank when the latter were 


firod on by ships of the Russian sec- 
ond Pacific squadron probably is a 
repetition of similar statements re- 
cently emanating from Mull and ap- 
pearing in London papers. These aro 
circumstantial, and it would certain- 
ly appear to be true that some men 
of the game cock fleci have made 
statements before the Russian Con- 
sul.

statement while intoxicated, Ife ad- 
mits that he received money, but 
now soys the statement he made is 
untrue, All published reports from 
Hull say positively that these state- 
ments were secured by two agents of 
the Russian Government; but the 
Russian Embassy in Tondon last 
night repeated its general denial of 
Dec, 21 regarding the subject. 
Russia's Underhand Methods. 


It was pointed out, however, 
although Russia had offered a re- 
ward for information the Russian 
Government was not responsible for 
the course taken by any person de- 
siring to secure the reward, The sen-

sational press of England directly 
charges the Russian Government 
with using underhand means, by 


bribery and intoxicants, to secure 
false statements from men of the 
Game cock fishing fleet. The Russian 
Consul at Hull last night said the 
boatswain of the Ava swore before 
the commissioner on oath that ho 
Saw Japanese torpedo boats with 
the trawlers. Tho Consul says he 
knows other trawlers who are ready 
to make similar statements, but that 
they are afraid of the consequences. 

Altogether an air of mystery sur- 
rounds them there, but no credence 
in responsible quarters is given to 


the allegations that unfair methods 
have been used by Russia. 
One explanation emanating from 


Paris is that two reporters of The 
Petit Parisien recently visisted Hull 
to interview men of the game cock 
flect and secure independent informa- 
tion concerning the Dogger Bank af- 
fair, and that they are the ones who 
figured in the incident. 
Saw Torpedo Eoats. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 23.—Accord- 
{ng to a local paper, a number of 
English haye appeared before the 
Russian consul in London and have 
deposed to having seen foreign tor- 
pedo boats among the Hull fishing 
fleet. Their depositions, it is added, 
will be submitted to the Internation- 
al Commission in Paris, the circum- 
Stances under which they were ob- 
tained being expMined. 
Russ Battleship Disabled. 

Tokio, Dec. 23.—Admiral Togo re- 
ports: “‘After personal observations 
outside Port Arthur I find that the 
Sevastopol, which was attacked by. 
our torpedo flotilla, is now an- 
chored in the shallows about 400 
yards from the shore of Chengtao 
Mountain. The Russians are en- 
gaged in pumping, but the Sevasto- 
pol is listing at least 10 degrees with 
her bow slightly sunk, There can be 
no hope of restoring the yessel to 
fighting trim, considering the present 
condition of Port Arthur, and I judge 
that she has been completely dis- 
abled, I also observed that the 
enomy’s destroyer, which was tor- 
pedoed by us has been destroyed.’" 

An Improbable Story. 

St, Petersburg, Dec. 23.—General 
Kuropatkin has telegraphed to the 
general staff that he has received a 
report irom Chinese sources to the 
effect that the Russians haye re- 
captured 203-Metre Hill at Port Ar- 
thur with the guns mounted by tha 
Japanese, Kuropatkin's despatch, 
which is dated Dec, 21, also reports 
further reconnaissances of both the 
Russians and Japanese, but says 
they were not productive of import- 
ant results, 


Jap Progress, 

Tokio, Dec. 23,—A despatch re- 
ceived by telegram yesterday from 
the Japanese army before Port Ar- 
thur says: 

“Tho right column of the army at 
5 o'clock yesterday morning, taking 
advantage of the enemy's excitoment, 
drove the enemy off oan eminenco 
north of Wousanyentao on Pigeon 
Bay, and occupied the position, and 
at 7 o'clock dislodged the enemy 
from a heizht on the peninsula west 
of Housanyentao, which we occupied, 
capturing one small gun. After the 
Japanese occupation of the positions 
the enemy made a countor attack, 
but was immedintely repulsed, At 
present our occupation of the posi- 
tion is practically secure.’’ 

Wscape in Snuw Storm. 

London, Dec. 23.—Tho Daily Tele- 
graph’s Che Poo correspondent re- 
ports that eight torpedo destroyers 
have escaped from Port Arthur, 
‘where for the last twenty-four hours 
ho says a severe snowstorm has been 
raging.

Ottawa, Dec. 23.—Tho Ottawa and 
New York Railway was disposed of 
yesterdny morning at sherifi’s sale 
in St. Regis for one million dollars 
to a committee of tho bondholders, 
most of whom are on tho directorate 
of tho Now York Central Railway.

G. W. Ross Outlines a New Yeature 
im the Liberal Program—Uplift Labor, 
Eaestore Municip Liberties and 
Equalixe Taxation_tome Im- 
medime Reforms—Centre S{m- 
eee Liberalism Aroused, 


Barrie, Dec, 24.—Waving in his 
Napance address answered at length 
Some of the abuse and vituperation 
to which the Liberals haye been sub- 
jected, Premier oss, in his second 
Speech of the campaign last night, 
made special reference to the plat- 
form upon which the Liberal party 
appeals to the country. The change 
was marked, and here the construc- 
tive statesmanship of the Premier 
was seen at its best. The fighting 
blood of the Scottish-Canadian lead- 
€r was more manifest, not In a mere 
thirst for conflict or for personal or 
party triumph, but in the desire for 
good Government for the people, 
which has been the characteristic of 
the Liberal party all through Can- 
ada’s history. Many examples of 
Liberal achievements were given, and 
these only served as incentives for 
tho greater work in new ficlds that 
still remains. The growth of great 
corporations has given o work for 
the descendants of those who fought

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a UNION OF CHURCHES | 


Efforts in That Direction Are Still 
to Be Continued. 


PROGRESS WITH CAUTION 


Joint Church Contorence Appoints Sub- 
Committecs—The Vive Saliont Problems 
Will Be Dealt With—The Denomina- 
tlonal Representatives—Ofiicial 
Repert of Proceedings—Per- 
sonnel of Committees. 


Toronto, Dec. 23.—''It was univer- 
sally recognized in the joint com- 
mittee that a question so important 
and far-reaching in its results was 
not one to be unduly hurried, that 
fm union of the churches, to be real 
and lasting, must carry the consent 
of the entire membership and that 
no final step could be taken until 
ample opportunity had been given to 
consider tho whole question in the 
courts of the various churches and 
by the people gencrally.’” 

Such is the concluding paragraph 
of the official statement issued last 
evening concerning the proceedings 
of tho joint church union committee, 


which on Wednesday and Thursday 
considered the question. 
With the appointment of five sub- 


committees on doctrine, polity, ad- 
ministration, ministerial training 
and law, the question will rest for a 
time. 

“Tt shall be understood,’ says the 
statement, ‘‘that the committees 
above named will not be engaged at 
present in preparing a basis of un- 
jon, but will meet together for fur- 
ther conference, to exchange views 
and ascertain whether it be practic- 
able to reach a common basis that 
might hereafter bo submitted to the 
churches concerned, In‘ the mean- 
time, a statement giving the history 
of the movement up to the present 
time and the action thus far of the 
joint committee, will be prepared and 
printed and a copy sent to each min- 
ister of the negotiating bodies, 50 
that the churches may be kept in- 
formed of every step that has been 
taken,’’ 

Denominational Recommendations. 


When the joint committee reas- 
sembled yesterday morning, the ac- 
tion of tho separate sections of the 
preceding evening was reported. The 
committee of the Presbyterian 
Church reported their action as fol- 
lows: ‘‘The committee, in view of the 
statements made at the conference by, 
the representatives of the Methodist 
and Congregational Churches, deem 
it desirable to proceed to the ap- 
pointment of the sub-committees re- 
ferred to in their resolution of last 
night, and recommend to the joint 
committee that there should be five 
sub-committees to deal respectively 
with the subjects of doctrine, polity, 
administration, ministerial training 
and law.” , 

The report of the Methodist com- 
mittee was as follows: ‘The union 
committee of the Methodist Church, 
having had joint consultation with 
the committees of the Presbyterian 
and Congregational Churches, and 
having met in separate session, 
would report to the joint committee 


ef the three churches as follows: 
“First, that wo are of the opinion 
that while difficulties may present 


themselves to all of the churches 
there does fot appear at present any 
insuperable barrier to the union of 
churches as suggested and promoted 
by our general conference; second, 
that, therefore, it is desirable under 
the direction of the joint committee 
that special committees be appointed 
on the various subjects that must be 
considered in this important move- 
ment.’* 
An Executive Committee. 

The report from the Congregation- 
al Committee was as follows: ‘The 
Congregational Committee beg to re- 
port that in view of the fact that the 
Qongregational Union of Ontario 
and Quebec and that of Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick have passed a 
resolution in fayor of the desirabil- 
ity and practicability of ‘organic 
union, we are prepared to go for- 
ward in the effort to find a suitable 
basis of union, and would recommend 
that tho consideration of the prin- 
ciples of the basis of union should 
first be committed to a central com- 
mittee,’” 

It was decided to appoint a small 
committee, consisting of a minister 
and layman from each of the three 
churches, to retire at once and draw 
up a list of sub-committees, assign- 
ing to each the topics that should 
be discussed by it and determining 
the number of members of which it 
should be composed. After some dis- 
cussion, it was resolved to appoint a 
central or executive committee, to 
communicate with the sub-commit- 
tees, to assign any subjects that 
may not have been specially assigned 
and generally to act for this joint 
committee between its sessions, this 
executive committee to consist of 
the chairman of the three union com- 
mittees of the negotiating churches, 
the three secretarles of this joint 
committee and the chairman of the 
fub-committecs appointed. 

The Sub-Committess, 

The following report of the com- 
mittee appointed to draw up a list 
of sub-committees was then present- 
ed and adopted; 

1, That the number of sub-com- 
mittees be five, and that the subjects 
alloted to them be as follows: 

(a) Doctrine.

JAMES MARKELL MAY DIE. 


Quarrel At Morrisburz Ends With Very 
Serious Stabbing. 


Morrisburg, Dec. 24.—Alfred Jan- 
nack and Jas Markell, of this town, 
got in an altercation Thursday 
Which ended in Jannack stabbing 
Markell in the shoulder. The man 
with the knife was arrested, and giv- 
en a hearing before W. B. Cook, J. 
P. The witnesses for the prosecution 
were Mrs. Jas. Markell, wife of the 
Wounded man; George Markell, his 
brother, and Br. Ford, who gave evi- 
dence as to the wound, which, he 
said, was a dangerous one, one and 
a half inches long and two or three 
inches deep. Markell was unable to 


= appear, owing to his injury. 


His wife and brother did not see 
the stabbing, and could only swear 
what the injured man bad told them. 
They ssid Jannack had called at the 
home of Markell, whom he said had 
promised to go to the woods with 
him. Mrs. Markell stated that when 
the prisoner inquired at the house 
for Markell, and was told that he 
was in the wood-shed, he became wild 
in his manner. On reaching the wood- 
shed ho asked Markell if he was go- 
ing to the woods, and, the latter re- 
plying that he was not, Jannack be- 
came angry, and, as Markell raised 
up with an armful of wood, stabbed 
him in the back, upon which Markell 
knocked him down twice with a 
stick of wood. 

The prisoner, who had no witness- 
es, pleaded guilty, but said that he 
had acted in self-defence, as Markell 
had called him a liar and knocke 
him down twice before he stabbe 
him. 

Jannack, who is 18 years of age, 
was committed to Cornwall Jail to 
wait his trial, and was taken there 
by Chief Hopper. His weapon was a 
big-bladed jackknife, Markell’s wound 
has become considerably inflamed, 
and he may die.

Britain's Exports and Imperts, 


London, Dec. 23.—The Board of 
Trade returns reveal that British 
commerce in November made a start- 
ling record, 

‘The imports amounted to £50,670,- 
846; the exports of British goods to 
£26,113,288, and the exports of im- 
ported goods to £5,713,065. 

The total for November is thus 
£82,497,000, which is a the rate of 
£989,964,000, or nearly £1,000,-

OPS TOWNSHIP NOMINATIONS, POWDER EXPLOSION 


A Ton of Powder Blows Up at 
Waverley, Near Halifax. 


SHOCK FELT FOR 30 MILES 


Caused » Panto, But No Lives Lest—Earth 
Kooked As If From Karthquake Shook 
—Windows Smashed in Halifax 14 
Miles Awasy—Drying MUL 

Acadin Powder Mill 
Wiped Out, 


Halifax, N.D., Dec. 27.—A terrific 
explosion occurred at the Acadia 
Powder Company's mills at Waver- 
ley, fourteen miles from Halifax, yes- 
terday morning. ‘Nearly a ton of 
high-class powder in tho drying mill 
exploded at 10.30 o'clock, but hap- 
pily caused no fatalities. Owing to 
{he holiday few employes were about 
the works, and only one man, Geo, 
Murray, who was struck by a flying 
timber, was injured, not seriously, 
Tho building was wrecked, causing a 
loss of $10,000. The shock was 
tremendous, and was felt throughout 
a radius of thirty miles, In Halifax 
buildings were shaken, window panes 
smashed, doors forced open, and in 
the King Mdward Hotel the dishes 
were swept from the tables of the 
dining-room. The earth rocked as if 
from an garthquake shock, and 2 
panic prevailed for a time. 

Panio-Siricken Skaters. 

Bedford Basin, within five miles of 
the scene of the explosion, was coy- 
ered with skaters. The ice heaved 
and rolled with a rumbling sound, 
and the panic-stricken skaters  hur- 
ried to the shore. 

The explosion devasted the wood- 
land surrounding the building for a 
hundred yards square, as if a tor- 
nado had struck it. 

The company's plant is very ex- 
tensive, comprising ten ‘buildings, 
but to guard against such accidents 
they are placed far apart. Several 
of them contained large quantities of 
high-class explosives, dynamite and 
powder, and had the explosion com- 
municated to them the result would 
have been disastrous. The cause of 
the explosion is believed to be the 
overheating of the powder in the dry- 
ing house, although the President of 
the company states that the heat re- 
gistered ‘before the explosion was 
only 150 degrees, one-half of the 
maximum for safety.

WINNIPEG CHURCH BURNED. 


Germaa Luthoran Shares Some Fato As 
Islandic Lutherans. 


Winnipeg, Dec. 27.—On Iriday the 
Icelandic Lutheran Church was de 
stroyed by fire. Yesterday the Ger- 
man Lutheran Church shared the 
Same fate, The fire started through 
the falling of the stovepipes, while 
the janitor was heating the building 
for the morning servica, and the 
stove being filled with wood, the 
building was immediately a mass of 
flames. 


For some minutes the janitor ran 
around telling of the fire and calling 
for assistance; then the fire . alarm 
was turned in. When Chief Buchanan 
arrived he saw the building was 
doomed, but at once turned in a 


general alarm and put men to saving 
adjacent buildings. 

During the fire John Zoller dashed 
into the burning building, and at 
the risk of his life, resuced the cruci- 
fix, which had been given to the 
church by the Ladies’ Aid Society as 
e@ Christmas present. 

Last night a nieeting of the parish- 
ioners was held, and it was decided 
to at once rebuild a larger church. 
The loss was $7,500, one-third cov- 
ered by insurance.
